SUNSHINE CAUSES SURPRISE.

Some noteworthy discoveries in the 
plant lino are those of new kinds of 
potatoes which are unlike 
any 
with 
which civilization is familiar. 
These 
were found growing in the little archi­ 
pelago of ("hiloe, off the south coast 
• f Chile, bv Jose I). Husbands. 
What 
makes the matter more interesting is 
that 
this 
group 
of 
islands 
is now 
known to have been the original home 
of tho much prised tuber. 
It 
was 
from this source that the Spaniards in 
the sixteenth century obtained the po 
tatoos they carried to Spam, thereby 
giving a n*w vegetable to the world. 
The archipelago In question is very 
remote and inaccessible. 
Navigation 
in its vicinity is most difficult, owing 
to frequent storms, uncharted rocks, 
and swift ocean current's which run 
riot among the islands. The latter ara 
rarely visited by 
htpsr Nevertheless, 
they are inhabited by Spanish-speak­ 
ing white 
people, 
whose sole 
food, 
practically, 
is 
potatoes. 
They even 
make their bread of potatoes, pounded 
raw and til I vert with a little grease* 
The potatoes that grow there are 
unequaled. 
Several varieties known 
to uh are cultivated by the inhabit 
ants; but many others grow wild on 
the Islands, annually resowing their 
own seeds, and producing, by n a t u r e s 
care alone, limitless thousands of tin 
domesticated tubers of every color and 
form, all of which are delicious eating. 
Among these are new and distinct 
strains, whose tubers and plants have 
no similarity to known varieties. 
In 
describing some of them, 
Husbands 
•ays. 
“ I gathered one 
it had a snow­ 
white skin, with small, bright crimson 
oyes, which were shaded 
with 
dark 
crimson. 
The 
flesh 
was sweet 
as 
sugar 
The plant was upright, thick

The potato seems to be a vegetable 
more highly differentiated in nature

Two only are of especial Interest, a 
email trawl net with wooden frame,

“TTie" latter Is made with a number 
of small branches fastened together

C O N C E R N IN G F IS H 
EGGS. 


Simple Means by W hich the Hatching 
of Them M ay Be Expedited. 


The Aquarium received lately from 
the United (Slates Fisheries Bureau 5,- 
000,000 white perch eggs—the eggs of 
this species arc 
very 
small—-which 
have been placed in hatching jars in 
the Aquariomi’s model fish hatchery. 
The period of 
incubation 
of 
fish 
eggs depends largely on the temper­ 
ature of the water in which they 
are 
spawned or 
plac*d. 
Whitefish 
eggs in water of a temperature of 58 
degrees would hatch out in about three 
days; in water of a temperature of 
53 degrees, that being about the pres­ 
ent temperature of the Proton water 
as it flows into the A quail urn’s tanks, 
whitefish eggs require (for hatching a 
period of from fifteen to twenty days. 
The susceptibility of fish eggs to 
te mile rat ore makes it possible to do 
things with them that could not be 
anne otherwise, 
lf in sinh a hatch- 
ery as the Aquarium, 
for instance, 
with its limited space, it should be 
desirable to expedite the hatching of 
a batcfi~~of egg^ to make Dom in jars 
or troughs for other eggs, this can 
be done by the simple expedient o f 
raising the temp i attire of the water. 
When the eggs are in the hatch­ 
ery water is all the time kept run­ 
ning into the jars or troughs and run­ 
ning off, in constant 
circulation, to 
give the eggs aeration; but this cir 
ciliation tan be atis pend* d for a com­ 
paratively brief time without injury 
By shutting off the 
inflow 
df new 
water the temperature of the stand­ 
ing water in w hop the eggs would 
th**n remain would be in an hour or 
two perceptibly raised by the warmth 
of the surrounding air in the building; 
and by the inere ise of warmth in tne
